Britain, 88,450,000, an increase over last 
year of $52,000; Spain, 16,551,647; Portu-

000 ; Greece, 1,457,894; European Turkey, 
8,500,000.

The 
London Times, however, in a recent article 
upon Turkish populations, estimated Turkey 
in Europe at a very little over 8,000,000, of 
whom a little more than one-third were 
Mohammedans. 

The population of Asia is set down as 
25,000,000 larger than last year, the bulk of 
the increase being in the East India Islands 
and Anam. British India has nearly 239,- 
000,000, the inhabitants in some parts of it 
numbering 750 to the square mile. China 
looms up as by far the most populous coun- 
try on the globe, having 405,000,000, with 
28,500,000 outlying people. Japan has 
$3,299,014. Australia has 1,867,000; New Zea- 
land, 421,826; and the once populous Fiji 
Islands have dwindled down to 70,000. The 
natives of these islands are fast dying out 
under the processes of -civilization intro- 
duced by Great Britain, while the white 
population is increasing. With regard to 
Africa, the population of Algeria is set down 
at 2,448,961; Egypt, 17,000,000, a slight in- 
crease over last year; the British possessions 
in South Africa, 1,338,702. 

America is credited with an increase of 
1,200,000 over the number given by these 
statisticiang last year. The population of 
the United States is set down at nearly 
40,000,000, evidently derived from the cen- 
sus of 1870, which estimate would be con- 
siderably increased by the exact population 
for 1876; Newfoundland, 161,386, a large in- 
crease; Canada, 3,672,116; Mexico, 9,276,- 
079; the Central American States, 2,828,164, 
a slight decrease; the West Indies, 4,316,178; 
all South America, 26,309,700, of which 
Brazil claims 11,000,000. Drs. Buu and
